In  presenting  our  Contract  Prices  and  General  List  for  the  season  of  1932,  we  are  pleased  to  advise 
growing  conditions  are  exceptionally  favorable  at  this  time.  We  have  had  a  series  of  rain-storms  which 
seem  to  indicate  the  return  of  normal  growing  seasons  in  California.  All  early  planted  crops  are  up  and 
look  promising.  This  is  indeed  a  welcome  change  after  the  abnormal  weather  conditions  of  the  past  few 
years,  when  flower  seed  growing  in  California  has  been  a  difficult  and  hazardous  undertaking. 

In  the  season  just  past,  Asters  have  suffered  most  from  the  long  period  of  excessive  heat  during  the 
flowering  season.  Nevertheless,  we  have  been  able  to  carry  on  our  work  in  producing  Wilt  Resistant 
strains,  for  which  there  is  a  rapidly  increasing  demand. 

It  is  generally  conceded  we  have  been  leaders  in  Aster  production  for  the  past  twenty  years.  During 
that  time  we  have  introduced  to  the  trade  many  improvements  and  novelties,  which  are  today  gracing 
the  markets  of  the  world.  We  consider  our  new  Wilt  Resistant  strains  our  most  important  contribution. 

We  are  taking  many  precautions  to  guard  against  such  shortages  in  Asters  as  we  have  experienced 
in  the  past  season.  If  the  year  is  anywhere  near  normal,  we  confidently  believe  we  shall  be  able  to  fill  our 
share  of  the  prodigious  demand  for  this  popular  annual. 

The  general  outlook  in  the  seed  trade  has  caused  us  to  plant  rather  conservatively  along  general 
lines.  We  wish  to  take  good  care  of  our  customers,  but  do  not  plan  for  a  surplus.  In  accordance  with 
present  economic  conditions  we  have  lowered  many  of  our  prices,  at  the  same  time  sparing  no  care  to 
serve  our  customers  with  the  same  high  quality  as  in  the  past.  We  earnestly  believe  that  closer  co-opera¬ 
tion  between  producer  and  distributor  is  necessary,  not  only  to  conserve  captial  but  to  stabilize  prices.  If 
you  can  find  time  in  the  near  future  to  make  a  careful  estimate  of  your  probable  needs,  and  will  then 
place  early  contract  orders  for  at  least  a  part  of  your  requirements,  we  think  it  will  be  to  our  mutual 
benefit. 


Thanking  you  for  your  liberal  patronage  in  the  past  season,  and  hoping  for  mutual  prosperity  in  the

For  several  years  we  have  been  working  on  a  strain  of  Asters  resistant 
to  the  Fusarium  wilt  disease  which  has  caused  so  much  trouble  to  both 
amateur  and  professional  growers  in  recent  years.  The  plants  may  be 
stricken  with  the  wilt  at  any  stage  in  their  growth,  from  the  seedling  to 
the  flowering  stage,  and  as  yet  no  method  of  control  has  been  discovered. 
We  believe  prevention  through  highly  wilt-resistant  strains  is  the  only 
method  of  combating  the  disease. 

For  the  past  several  years  our  work  has  been  done  in  conjunction  with  the 
Department  of  Plant  Pathology  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  who  are 
also  working  along  this  line. 

We  are  offering  the  following  varieties  of  Fusarium  wilt-resistant  strains 
of  Asters  for  distribution  from  crop  1932,  which  we  believe  will  be  prac¬ 
tically  immune  to  this  disease,  as  proven  in  our  plantings  of  the  past  few 
years,  and  hope  to  have  a  larger  range  for  1933.  We  feel  sure  that  by  using 
this  seed  many  disappointments  due  to  crop  failures  will  be  eliminated.
